Little Signs Of 


Sinus Infection

. Treatment with — antibiotic 
drugs, such as penicillin, will not 
permanently eliminate the condi- 
tlon, An acute attack, henwever, 
may be controlled with the use 
of one or another of the anti-+ 
biotic dings, 

‘Othor Methods 


~ Other “metheds of ~ treatment” 


consist of draining the sinuses by 
‘using suction and by putting 
packs of cotton, dipped in an 
antiseptie, into.{he nose. When 
this treatment dors not ring the 
necessary improvoment, as is 
often the ease, washing of the 
sinuses with an antiseptic solu- 
tlon may be tried. After the 
washing, some penicillin solution 
should be left in the sinuses. 
Improvement cften begins by the 
end of the second day of such 
treatment. If three or four such 
washings do not completely clear 
wp the condition, .the. process 
should be discontinued, However, 
after cach cold or other infection 
of the nose.or throat, the sinuses 
may avell be washed just to make 
sue that reinfection docs not 
take place. ist ae 
‘None of these procedures is of 
value in chronic sinus infection 
in children. Drugs which. shrink 
the lining membrane of the 
nose, thus inereasing drainage, 
are hetptul, but these enust not 
‘be used doo often, If the infection 
atill continues, “more radical 
treatment may be amployed as 
the indiviciual reaches maturity,
